AMA TO INITIATE NATIONAL 
POINT SYSTEM FOR SPORTSMEN 


The AMA sportsman race program 
will take a giant step forward in 
1968 through the initiation of a uni- 
form point scoring system to be ap- 
plied to all sportsmen events in all 
classes. Points will be tabulated 
regularly on high speed IBM account- 
ing equipment as the race reports 
come into the AMA office. They will 
be available each month for publi- 
cation. This will enable the sports- 
man rider to compete on any level 
which he desires — he can compete 
within his own club for high point 
honors or go on to state, district or 
national level. 

At the present time the AMA 
keeps points on all professional 
racers and the enduro riders in the 
sportsman class. This is done for 
the purpose of advancement and to 
establish national champions. 

In 1968, an estimated 50,000 
sportsman riders will be able to 
compete for national recognition. 
The point program will reward the 
riders on a fair and equal basis 
since the points will have the same 
meaning in Rhode Island as they 
will in California.

On Friday, the 28th of July, the 
legislature of the state of California 
will adjourn until next January.

By the letter of the compulsory 
helmet law, you can be arrested for 
riding without a helmet in your own 
driveway! 

Unless you are content waiting 
fora miracle, you should get busy 
right now writing letters, sending 
telegrams and making your opposi- 
tion to A.B. 978 known to your state 
senator.

QUESTION: I have a 1967 Montesa 
250 which has been rid- 
den mostly on the road and a few 
timesin the trails. Now itgrinds 
and jerks going through the gears or 
when I turn the power on hard. I 
can't see anything wrong, but it feels 
like the frame is bending. And I have 
to adjust the chain 3 times in 500 
miles. Have you ever heard of any- 
thing like it? C.C. — Long Beach. 
ANSWER: Yes, it sounds like another 
case of “Spanish Chain.” 
Switch to #428 Diamond chain and 
be glad you’ve got a gear-driven 
primary. If your bike has run very 
long with the inferior standard chain, 
you may have to replace the counter- 
Shaft sprocket. If so, it is advisable

ANSWER: Assuming that your ma- 

chine is legal, quiet and 
not a chopper, perhaps your problem 
is caused by "style* of riding. A 
conspicuous rider may be safer on 
the road, but he stands out in the 
eyes of traffic patrols. If there's 
anything about your riding that would 
cause others to be frightened for 
their safety or yours, you’ll probably 
get a “mickey-mouse ticket" just to 
slow you down. By all means plead 
not guilty if you are sure you aren't. 
With your drivers license at stake, 
plus higher insurance premiums, 
isn't it worth a few days in court? 


QUESTION: IsittrueI should change 
oil more often in summer 
than winter and why? J.]. — Chino. 


ANSWER: No, in fact just the oppo- 

site! In the winter your oil 
is diluted by unburned fuel that goes 
into the lower end when the engine 
is cold, thus the viscosity becomes 
thin. In the summer there is not much 
gas going unburnt to the crankcase 
and oil changes will be as frequent- 
ly needed.

The first setback came in the first 
heat when ace Bart Markel had sec- 
ond place all wrapped up with less 
than a half a lap to go. The engine 
quit at this point and Markel was 
towed to the pits and out of the Main 
Event. 

A record amount of lap money had 
been posted for this event and over 
$100.00 was riding on the leader of 
the first lap. Chris Draayer shot to 
the front and took the money back to 
Utah before he lost his skid shoe 
and had to drop back and settle for 
4th place. 

Biggest lap prize winner was 
Fred Nix who took over on the sec- 
ond lap and led all the way through 
lap ten before Roeder caught him 
and took the lead. The Ohio farmer 
then led for five before Nixon moved 
up from third to take over on lap 16 
and go on for his 10th national win 
and third title this year.

Odom Switches, Still Wins 


Jimmy Odom, the rider who car- 
tied the Triumph banner in the pre- 
vious two Amateur national events, 
switched to Harley-Davidson this 
time and saved the day for Milwaukee. 

The nation’s leading .Amateur 
clocked the second fastest time trial 
with only two laps of practice, won 
his heat race and then captured his 
third straight Amateur win on the 
national trail. 

He led the early laps of the Final 
before being passed by Earl Lout. 
Lout, the Louisville winner in 
June, came on strong to take the 
lead only to drop out with a dead 
engine late in the race. Odom was 
sponsored by Fred Nix, Lout by Dud 
Perkins. 

Fast time Amateur honors went to 
Roger Goldthwaite on his Enfield 
single and then the surprising young 
man, who was riding in his first mile 
event, came back strong to finish 
second in the Final to Odom. 

Jan Crawford, Ascot’s high point 
Amateur half- miler, was the last 
rider to make the Final but came 
from the back to finish third.

HOT TIME 
IN OLD 
CALICO

Despite blistering 115 degree 
heat at El Mirage, the HI-JINX an- 
nual “Calico 50” was held with all 
the magnificence and excitement of 
a professional race. The one and A 
mile track wastightly wound through 
sagebrush and sported a challenging 
jump midway through each lap. 

There was an unusually large 
attendance of onlookers cheering on 
favorites. A few cyclists decided to 
watch also in lieu of the heat. The 
race began with a Le Mans start. 

As the race progressed Fred 
Mendez of the HI-JINX, unable to 
finish the race, elected to aid the 
rest of the field in their pursuit of 
the finish line. He began providing 
water to those racers who wanted it. 
Even riders who declined to take 
time to stop were happily doused. It 
was probable that very few would 
have finished the race otherwise. 

After almost two and one-half 
hours of hard, hot, and hectic riding 
the judges decided that the field 
positions were unchanging and mer- 
cifully halted the race after about 
43 miles, 7 short of the intended 
distance. The winner and places 
were declared by the present field 
positions. 

James Harmon, a newcomer to 
the “Calico” races took first place 
on his Yamaha 100cc single, with 
Frank Vallefuoco of HI-JINX second 
on his Yamaha 80cc. Frank was first 
in the 0-80cc class and Jim was 
first in the 81-125cc class. C.L. 
Mackie, the winner of this year’s 
“Calico 100”, placed third overall 
and second in the 81-125cc class on 
his stock Honda S90.

SUN AND WATER TEST TRIALS RIDERS

The sun poured down its scorch- 
ing rays to warm the contestants in 
the July 9, S.C.T.A. English Trials 
meet, held at Lopez Flood Control 
Basin in the foothills behind San 
Fernando. 


Boots Full of Water 

The riders were treated to one of 
the finest “short-course” trials of 
the year. With plenty of water rush- 
ing down the canyon,even this late 
late in the season, the riders found 
themselves contending with soggy 
electrics and an occasional boot 
full of water. The amateur course 
consisted of seven skillfully layed- 
out sections, calculated to test the 
skill of beginning trials riders. Those 
who managed to keep their sparks 
dry and their heads cool found the 
three tours of the circuit great fun. 


Expert’s Course 

The experts and master divisions 
had four laps through separate, more 
difficult sections. One of the traps 
your correspondent found most in- 
teresting to ride is described from 
the rider's stance as follows: You 
enter on a steep, soft downhill, run- 
ning fast enough to keep from “high- 
centering” your crankcase as your 
front wheel starts down, but slow 
enough to keep from “endo-ing” on 
the downhill. You sweep gently to 
the right at the bottom, then do a 
a full 180 degree left, directly into

the path of the swift stream current. 

Now the natural course of the stream 

is followed and it’s hang onto those 

bars, pick your way through those 

slippery rocks (if you can), and hope 

you don’t suck-up a bit of water. 
Case Busters 

At this point mother nature has 
spread a leafy, springy tree limb 
across the stream directly at eye 
level.

Soap Box Dragged Out Again 
Pulling the old soap box out of the 
closet again we're going to bring out 
the same old touchy subject. We never 
feel that you have to belong to a club. 
That's your decision and every time 
this subject comes up we get some 
marvelous letters about how some riders 
feel about joining a club!

NUMBER

Atage 25, volatile and red-headed 
Gary Nixon is one of the nation's 
foremost motorcycle professionals. 

He began riding at 14 in Oklahoma 
City where he grew up and vows 
that he will always be riding. 

Now he lives comfortably in an 
elite suburb of Baltimore with his 
British-born wife, Mary, who keeps 
up his scrapbooks and his trophies 
as he tours the circuits ofthe country. 

Aggressive But Not Reckless 

He is a tough and lean 133 
pounds, aggressive but not reckless. 
He says that he is careful not to 
exceed the limits of abilities and 
capacities. And, ina career of fierce 
and exacting competition, he has 
been huit only once. 

He began his racing career at 15 
and competed in Sportsman events 
for an Oklahoma City dealer. His 
first year as a professional was in 
1958. The next year he forged his 
close friendship with Dick Mann and 
Mann schooled him in many of the 
fine points of a professional career. 

By 1960 the young Nixon began 


his steady climb upward. By 1961 he 
had chalked up victories at Dodge 
City, Kansas, and Sturgis, S.D. He 
moved to Fort Worth, Texas and es- 
tablished himself as one of the best 
in that part of the country.

Talent Recognized 
The chief mechanic at Triumph, 
Cliff Guild, became acquainted with 
Nixon at Indianapolis and proposed 
that he go in for half-mile races. 


Cliff told him that if he.would move 
to the East, he would back him up. 
Nixon moved to Washington, D.C. 
and raced in half mile events. 

One of Triumph's riders could not 
participate in the Laconia road race 
in 1962 and Nixon was offered the 
spot, which he grabbed. He was back 
in the field when a coil conked out. 
But Guild recognized that the fault 
was the bike and not the rider. 

Gary went on to Windber to win 
his first National, lapping Dick 
Mann, who camein second. He gulped 
his first big taste of success against 
the best in the nation. 

By 1964 he was under full Triumph 
sponsorship and was becoming known 
as a leading personality in the na- 
tional competition. He set a new 
track record at Sacramento and roared 
in second in the Daytona 200. 

Nixon began experimenting with 
lightweight road racers and began 
competing with a Yamaha TD1. At 
Greenwood he racked up a new track 
record. 

Triumph-Yamaha Kingpin 

Since 1965 he has been under 
dual Triumph and Yamaha .sponsor- 
ship. 

He races in the Nationals for his 
sponsors and he competes in as 
many Class C events as he can fit 
in. He drives his truck more than 
50,000 miles a year, with his load 
of racing bikes, and a trailer with 
spare parts and tires. He competes 
in about 75 events a year. 











n ow that the chassisis just about 
finished you're probably chomping at 
the bit to get started on the engine. 
Before we plunge into the engine 
though, take a look at the photo show- 
ing the tank tie down strap. This 
was made from a section of an old 
inner tube. A straight edge and an 
Exacto knife or a razor blade is all 
that’s needed. The loops on each 
end were made up from 3/32 brazing 
rod. Fold over the ends of the rubber 
strap and, using Super 3-M, bond the 
ends together. Just follow the in- 
structions on the tube and you won't 
have any trouble. It’s a good idea to 
clamp the ends in a vise overnight 
to be sure of getting a perfect bond. 
Braze on a hook just in back of the 
tank on the frame for the rear tie 
down loop. That’s all there is to it.

Remove the head, cylinder and pis- 
ton. If the piston and cylinder are in 
good shape, you can modify these to 
get more performance. If these items 
are worn and need replacing, you 
might consider the kit being produced 
by Don Anslem. Don is selling 
heads, cylinders and pistons, ex- 
pansions chambers and carburetors 
for the Mondial and Ital Jet machines.

The Gasworks 

However, if you do like to modify 
engines, there are a number of things 
you can do to improve the perfor- 
mance considerably. Let’s start with 
the carburetor and intake tract. The 
stock carburetor can be safely bored 
to 20mm (.800) by any competent ma- 
chine shop. Likewise the intake 
manifold. The porting itself can be 
done by a small grinder, the type 
usually found in hobby shops. In 
order to achieve the results we're 
after, you'll have to plan on doing 
some port work. Once the carburetor 
is bored, you'll find the slide will 
no longer drop all the way down. 
This is easily remedied. By build- 
ing up a layer of epoxy on the back 
side of the slide, (the slide opposite

the cutaway) you can carefully file 
the epoxy to fit the new shape of the 
carburetor bore. Just be sure the 
Slide is clean and dry before apply- 
ing the epoxy. While the epoxy is 
setting up, remove 3/16" (.187) from 
the backside of the piston. Also 
we're going to leave off the bottom 
piston ring. Study the drawing of the 








parts. This is what you want to wind 
up with. Take your time and do a 
good job. If you hurry this phase of 
the work, you'll be sorry later on. 
It's far better to do the job right the 
firsttime than to have to do it again, 
(and it's a lot cheaper too). You can 
go more radical than what we show 
here, but you begin tolose reliability 
and the power range becomes very 
narrow. 











This is the diagram of the expansion cham- 
ber. All you have to do is build it! 


Modifying the Ignition System 
Since we’re going to use total 
loss ignition we can eliminate the 
magneto flywheel. All we need is 
the hub with the attached ignition 
cam to the crankshaft. This is all 
the modification needed for the ig- 
nition system. The choice of battery 
size is up to you, but don’t make the 
mistake of getting a tiny one just to 
save a few ounces. The capacity of 
these small batteriesis very limited, 
and they don’t last very long before 
recharging is necessary. I prefer the 
y: S "— E 








medium size batteries because 
they're good all day long. For a coil 
and condenser there are many good 
onesto choose from. One that I can 
recommend is the late model Ford 
12 volt coil (part no. 12029 B). You 
can also get a matching condenser. 
This coil and condenser combination 
really puts out a healthy spark at 
high rpm, with very little battery 
drain. Be sure to put the ignition 
switch in a handy place, just in case 
you have to get to it in a hurry. The 
top fork plate that the bars are 
welded to is a good spot. You can 
use the original coil mount on the 
frame. When you wire all the electri- 
cal components together try to be as 
heat as possible and fasten the wires 
tà the frame. Don't leave them dang- 
ing. 





Use the above diagram as a guideline for the 
modifícations of the intake and exhaust ports. 








You'll find that the engine will 
require a larger main jet, and possi- 
bly a colder plug. Treat the engine 
with care once you start riding it. 
Take plug readings often to be sure 
everything stays put. There’s nothing 
like a holed piston to dampen en- 
thusiasm.
